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INFORMATION CONCERNING 
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On 5/2/67, PACE was contacted at his request at Forest, Miss., 
during which conversation PACE advised he desired to maintain rapport 
with this agent further advising he and the John Birch Society held 
the F.B.I.. and Director HOOVER in high esteem. Ke further stated that 
a high official of the John Birch Society who had written articles 
critical of the F.3.I. had been dismissed. 

During the conversation with PACE the following information 
was noted: 

The John Birch Society has chapters in every state to include 
Alaska and Hawaii. PACE is a coordinator in Mississippi and future 
plans call for five coordinators to be in Mississippi. There are a 
total of 80 coordinators in the United States eighteen of which are 
in the Southern California area to include Orange, San Diego and 
Los Angeles, California. 

With regard to the Ku Klux Klan, PACE advised he openly states 
to gatherings that a member of the Ku Klux Klan is not allowed to 
become a member of the John Birch Society and that any current member 
of JBS who is r evealed as a member of the Klan will be kicked out. 

He advised that I ~~| was a member of the JBS about three years 


ago at Laurel. Mississippi, and that he, PACE, recommended that 

"]be denied continued membership when it was discovered he was 


a member of the WKKKKOM. Although- PACE me t with r esistance from 
other mpinhprs of the JBS at Laurel, he continued in^his efforts to 

have|_I membership revoked. Eventually, it became necessary 

to revoke the Laurel Cha rter of t he JBS because of the controversy

PACE stated there has not been 
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A film,"Anarchy USA 1 ,* produced by the JBS attempts to point out 

Communist tactics of dividing Americans and shows scenes of the KKK 
and activities of MARTIN LUTHER ICING and the civil rights demonstrators. 
PACE advised the film emphasises how the Klan is actually playing 
into the hands of the Communists by committing acts of violence and 
further stated he, PACE, emphasises this when 





































PAGE advised he has learned from his section leaders in Columbus and 
Meridian, Mississippi, that the Ku Klux Klan have been showing the 
film and PAGE believes scenes showing the KKK activities may have been 
cut out. He further advised that no known copies of the film have been 

sold to the Klan that he is aware of and it is unknown where they obtained 

the film. 

PACE further stated with reference to 21ARTIN LUTHER KING5& visit to 
Philadelphia, Miss., on two occasions in June 1966, that he, PACE, 
spoke to the JiS Chapter after violence erupted on tne first bisit and 
urged the members to get ahold of known troublemakers or those who might 
committ acts of violence annd talk them out of it. PACE stated some JBS t 

members took individuals fishing who could have caused trouble on KINGS 4 

return visit. He further advised that a JB6 member caught an egg that ‘ 
was thrown at the marchers and after a coke bottle was thrown and 
broke, some J3S members confiscated a sack full of empty coke bottles 
that some of tne spectators had to throws at the marchers. 


PACE further expressed the opinion that the usefulness of MARTIN 
LUTIIEP. KING may be ending and that Negroes themselves may perpetrate 
his assassination to make him a martyr. PACE further believed the logical 
place for greatest effect would be Mississippi.
